He Was Appointed by Harrison for 
Political Services—Swelling Demo» 
cratic Campaign Funds. 


An Exposure Which Wil Probably Be 
Followed by Others—Sworn 
Facts Given, 


George Holt, Buifiding Inspector and profes- 
sional politician, seems to have got into an ex- 
ceedingly awkward fix. The probabilities are 
that within the coming twenty-four hours he will 
be arrested on a charge of embezzlement, biack- 


mail, or malfeasance of office, or, more likely.on 


all three charges combined. If this timely notice 
should be of any benefit to him he may thank 
the fortuitous concourse of circumstances by 
which a Tninuns reporter chanced to be in 
Bridgeport yesterday forenoon, aud accident- 
ally ran across a City-Hall employé and a notary 
public taking the affidavits of certain residents 
of that district relative to their financial rela- 
tions with Building-Inspector Holt. The re- 
porter spent the day going over the City -Hall 
ofhcial’s tracks and making an independent in- 
vestigation of thie matter and other matters 
incidental thereto, the result being a discovery 
that the Holt affair is probably but a very 
small corner of forthcoming exposures of 
wholesale corruption among city officialse—one 
cell in a honeyco nb of rottenness. 
FACTS IN THE CASE. 

Briefly, the facts in this case are as follows: 

Some two months ago City-Attorney Wash- 
burne, with the aid of. a mandamus from the 
Superior Court, compelied Bailiff Fiynn to file 
a report of his work for the previous two years. 
Among many other peculiar things, that re- 
port showed that fines aggregating about $3,000 
bad been imposed during that period at the 
Armory Police Court tor violations of the 


building ordinance, and that not a cent of this 


money had ever been 
over to the Controller.

Fiyon’s report 
“No person or 
believed that 


any of this money bad been collected. Clerk 


Clingen of the Armory Police Court told Capt. 
Hood, who had been employed by Mr. Wash- 
burne to look through the bailiff’s reports, that 
during all the time he bad been in office he 
only knew of one case where a building-ordi- 
nance fine was paid. The belief was that in all 
the other cases the party who was fined took 
down bis structure or otherwise complied with 
the ordinance, and that consequently the build- 
department did not insist on 
having the penalty imposed. Other 
and seemingly more important parts of 
Flynn's report gained Capt. Hood’s immediate 
attention, and it was only three or four days 
ago that he got around to the building-ordr- 
nance fines and executions. The money colleot- 
ed for violations of this ordinance is given by 
the city to the police and firemen’s benevo- 
lent fund, and, as that fund is sadly in need of 
money just now, it was but right that an effort 
should de made to collect the money on these 
old executions, the same as if they had deen 
for fines imposed tor the violation of 
any other ordinance. Notices were sent out 
Friday last tothe people against whom these 
executions were pending, ordering them to 
come to the City-Attorney’ 


s office on or before 4. 


Nov. 7 and pay up or take the consequences. 
UNCOVERING THE FRAUD. 

One of these notices, calling for $50 fine and 
$1.50 costs, reached Michael Guering of No. 3114 
Uliman street by mail about noon Saturday, and 
Guering and one of his friends immediately 
hastened to the City-Attorney’s office and 
had, if Guering and die friend tell 
the truth, a somewhat exciting interview 
with that official. The visitors declared 
they had paid the money. To whom had they 
paid it? Why,to the Building Inspector, of 


course. His name? Mr. Holt. 80 Holt was“ 


sent for and confronted with this unexpected 
evidence. He did not deny getting the money, 
but be believed it was by Justice lngersoll 
Guermg had been fined, and that the money 
bad been paid to Bailiff Hefter of the Twelfth 
Street Police Court. Capt. Hood knocked the 
bottom out of this plea by. a blunt statement 
that he knew nothing of buildmg-ordi- 
nance cases outside those at the Ar 
mory Court, and that he had handled 
no executions except those of Bailiff Flynn. 
Guering said he had been fined twice, and that 
both fines bad been paid to Holt. Holt said he 
wanted to see Hefter about the matter—could 
he pot have a little time? Mr. Wasbburue said 
he could, and gave him until Tuesday to ex- 
plain. Later in the afternoon certain officials 
called on Mr. Washburne and asked him to 
leave Holt alone and the money would be paid 
over. The explanation given was co that 
Holt bad, in his zeal for the Dem- 
ocratic party, foolishly turned over the money 
to the Democratic campaign fund instead of to 
the city; that he was a respectable man with a 
large family, and that for a little indiscretion 
of this kind he should not be pusbed to the 
wall. Mr. Washbburne thought that if this was 
all the money that had been taken, and that if 
Holt paid it over and then resigned office the 
matter might be kept quiet on account of 
Holt’s family, but that otherwise he sbouid be 
prosecuted. The case rested there until a sec- 
ond story reached the City Attorney the same 
alternoon. It was that of an old creature 
named Charles Gergen of No. 3111 Wahl street, 
who had been erecting a little shanty at that 
number, when Holt stopped the work until he 
bad been paid $5. Gergen scraped up the 
money and paid Holt, and was then allowed to 
finish his shanty. ‘The day after he paid Hon 
the $5 he applied to the County Agent for re- 
lief and got it. This case resulted in 
the City Attorney sending one of his 
men to investigate the Holt charges down 
in that district of the Fifth Ward where Holt 
reigns supreme in the matter of who sball and 
who shall not erect frame buildings. 

It was this official that Taz TRIBUNE reporter 
struck yesterday, and at that time the work 
had panued out far beyond expectation. 
WITNESSES WHO GIVE UGLY TESTIMONY. 

Conrad Beck, a contractor at No. 2182 Un- 
man street, said that he bad paid Holt money 
on several occasions. Three of these 
he remembered distinctly. April, 1884, 
he was putting up 4 building 
at Twenty-ninth and Quinn streets 
when Holt interfered. He gave Hon $10 and 
beard no more about it. The building was 
subsequently partially blown down by the wind 
and was then finished with brick. Some months 
later he was erecting a shanty on Keeley street, 
between Archer avenue and Lyman. Holt 
stopped him. He gave Holt $5 and was then 
allowed to finish the work. April last he was 
erecting a building on Arch street, near Arober 
avenue, and Holt told him to stop, that he was 
violating the ordinance. He gave Holt 810 and 
was not ‘urther interfered with. 

Joseph Addis of No. 999 James avenue was 
building a house on James avenue, adjacent 
to Wall’s glue factory, io February, 1884. Holt 
said to him: Don't drive another nail.” He 
stopped work, gave Holt $10, and then finished 
the building. About the same time be built 
his own bouse at No. 999 James avenue. He

Matthias Burger was erecting alittle shanty 
June last on Ashland avenue, between Thirty- 
fifth and Thirty-sixth streets, which is within 
a block of Holt’s residence.

Michael Guertng, the man who raised the 
rumpus Saturday, is acontractor. April, 1884, 
he was erecting a building for Joseph Gribley 
at No. 3010 Muspratt street. The police got 
after him, and both he and Gribiey were arrested 
and brought up in the Armory Police Court. 
Lieut. Crouk and Building-Inspector Holt pros- 
ecuted, and the prisoners were fined $50 eacn. 
That ended Croak’s share jn the work, but not 
Holt’s. Holt bad a chat with Guering, which 
resulted in an unde that Holt would

not appreciate his work as weil 
expected, and in the following election in 
April, 1883, he went over with his big follow- 
ing to the Democrats, and worked night and 
day for the election of Harrison. He was re- 
warded two months later by being appointed 
a building inspector, the rolling-milis baving 
previously closed, and he has held that office 
since. 

This exposure is merely the incidental out- 
come of one case in the 3,000-odd cases re- 
ported by Flynn. Fiynn’s report showed 
some $40,000 not satisfactorliy a- 
counted for, and in his search for 
this money it would seem that the new Repub- 
lican City-Attorney is likely to make things 
lively for the Democratic Administration, of 
which he is now a component part. In this 
case, while there is no positive evidence that 
the proceeds of Holt’s collections went for 
campaign purposes, the probabilities are that 
his contribution to the reélection of Harrison 
for a fourth term was an important item in the 
campaign work in the Fifth Ward.

AN ACTOR’S TALE, 


CLAIMING TO HAVE COMMITTED FORGERIES 
IN PHILADELPHIA, HE WANTS TO GO 20 
JAIL. 

Early in the afternoon a good-looking fellow 
about 28 years old, dressed in a neat suit, but 
rather shabby hat, and without an overcoat, 
walked into the Central Station and said he 
wished to be locked up for forgeries com- 
mitted in Philadelphia a year ago last July. It 
required some questioning before he told his 
story, which was su stantially as follows: He 
sald he was an actor, his stage name be- 
ing Lester Winthrop, but his correct 
name was Loui Bishop, and that his 
relatives lived in Boston. He bad been on the 
stage four years, having abandoned the dry- 
goods business for the theatrical vocation. He 
was with Catherine Lewis in the original 
“Olivette” company, and played at the Acad- 
emy of Music afew weeks ago in the Wed- 
ding Bells,“ but abandoned the party in Du- 
buque, Ia., because the management did not 
pay salaries. While in Phlladelohia at the time 
mentioned he said that he obtained $150 from 
Peter Wainwright, a bank teller, who boarded 
at the Colonuade Hotel, $25 from the 
proprietor of the house, and $55 from Dough- 
erty, a Chestnut street tailor. Drink and gam- 
bling led him to commit the forgeries, and he 
was 80 addicted to these vices that he several 
times attempted suicide. In June, 1884, when 
be was stopping at a boarding-house on Lex- 
ington avenue, New York City, he borrowed a 
pistol of S. Miller Kent, an actor playing with 
the Monte Cristo company, and, going into 
the latter person's room, shot himself in the 


left breast. It was thought that he would die.

HILL’S LAST CHANCE GONE. 

Aupany, N. T., Nov. 1—(Special.j— 
campaign closes in New York State with all 
the signs favorable to a complete Republican 
victory next Tuesday. The improvement in 
the Democratic prospects noted last Wednes- 
day, when Gov. Hill went to New York, did not 
last. For a day or two it looked as if the tide 
nad actually turned. The Republican mana- 
gers, quickly perceiving the indications of a 
change, met the situation with redoubled ener- 
gies. Local workers throughout the State 
were promptly instructed not to reiax a part 
cle in their work and preparations 
to bring out a full vote. The 
attempts of Gov. Hil to capture 
the labor vote and win back some of the New 
York and Brooklyn Independents were frus- 
trated. The necessary funds to perfect the or- 
ganization throughout the State were gladly 
subscribed, and the Republican State Commit- 
tee approaches election-day much betier equip- 
ped and organized than last year and full of 
confidence in victory. The temporary set- 
back was a good thing for the Republicans. It 
served to impress the party with the need of 
keeping in perfect fighting condition until 
the contest was over. Now voters real 
ize the importance of polling a die 
vote, and they will doso unless the weather 
should be very bad. Gov. Hill's friends admit 
that his visit to New York did not accomplish 
what he expected. The labor organizauons 
declined to be hoodwinked by his promises. 
The business-men’s demonstration was not 8 
success, and the strenuous efforts to get Pres- 
dent Cleveland and Secretary Manning to New 
York to say a word for the Democratic ticket 

utterly failed. In short, Mr. Hill played all 
his trump cards without winnmg a trick.

He 
jooked beyond ecclesiastical and conventional 
ghostly types to find in the wide world secular 
roli-of-honor men and women whose noble ana 
useful lives and lofty characters have made 
secular life sacred and who, as members of a 
holy bumanity, must come within “the com- 
munlon of saints.’ Mr. Newton said: 
Every one who goes to Rome makes sure of 
seeing the Pantheon. As an outward and visi- 
ble sign of Rome's Catholicity, this splendid 
building was made a shrine, not for any one 
god but for all gods, and hence its 
name—pan-theon. When the gods dis 
appeared, man arose. Each local church 
bad ite martyrs to keep in reverent memory, 
its teachers and saints to honor. Near to the 
Imperial Gardens, wherein Nero had turned 
Christian siaves ioto living torches to illumine 
bis tete, and not far from the huge Coliseum, 
wherein tender women, guilty of trying to fol- 
low the life of Jesus of Nazareth, had been 


tectural glory was consecrated to the memory 
of the martyrs. The church which converts a 
Pantheon into a temple of holy men is, if true 
to its own ideal, the church of humanity. Is 
the Christian Church true to the lofty ideal 
Wien is shrined in this festival of All Saints? 
PROTESTANTISM NOT BROAD ENOUGH. 

Protestantism narrows this festival of All 
Saints. It will open its Pantheon for all re- 
formed saints, but will have none of the 
Papistical saints come in. The stalwarts of 
the Reformation never could think of dese- 
crating their caiendar with the name of men 
who believed in the muss and of women who 
went to contession. The year, whose days had 
been lifted ipto somewhat of poetry and 
sacredness by their association with the holy 
men and women of the past, was left bare and 
bald in its heathenishness of Suri's day, and 
Thor's day, and Saturn’s day. We need not 
wonder at the thorouguness of the Protestant 
reformers.. The lives of maar of the 
church-made saints are much better left 
in the distance which lends enchantment to 
the view. The odor of sanctity was too com 
monly, in early times, one that suggested dis- 
infectants. The saints had joyfully renounced 
that work of the devil—culture. After watch- 
ing a saint stand on a column for a seore of 
years one is apt to grow weary of saintsnip. 
Some of them were religious flends. Saint 
Brandans, sailing across the Irish Channel on a 
millstone, and all the similar miracles which 
abounded inthe literature of Rome, are less 
interesting to us than the brighter and more 
poetic fairy tales of the nursery. The real 
saints of Rome, however, were men and women 
who had saved the old Roman civilization; 
who bad mastered the German barbarianism; 
who had civilized Europe, bumanized its laws, 
sweetened its manners, purified its home, and 
made the Reformation possible. No antique 
ness of intellectual or spiritual costume shail 
hide from our eyes the form of the true saints 
of the most high God who lived and died in the 
communion of the church which we have left. 
In our calendar of the saints we most giaaly 
fine room for a Fenelon and a Kempis, a Curé 
d' Ars and a Cardinal McCloskey. 


ROMANISM NOT LIBERAL. 

Romanism oarrows this festival of All Saints. 
Tt will bave no saints in the calendar who have 
hesitated to bow the knee to the Pope or bave 
questioned the authority of dogma. The true 
saint must be an Ultramontane, around whom 
no faintest order of beresy clings. No matter 
what the transcendant beauty of che man’s 
character as brought out in the examination 
be cannot win bis crown of sanctity if be has 
ever laid himself open to the awful charge of 
doubting the infallifility of the church or the 
miracle of the mass. The divine sweetness of 
Jeremy Taylor is as naught to her. The 
church catholio—that is to say, the church un- 
versal—bas, however, fustituted no qualifying 
term before the name saint, and we hold ber to 
her own high ideal. She asks not what was a 
man's mode of worship, or what his creed, but 
what was his life. 

Among all the saints of God we cannot re- 
fuse to recognize a God-intoxicated Spinoza; 
a Channing, walking the earth like an angel 
clothed upon with flesh; a Theodore Parker, 

torming in righteous wrath against injustice 
and oppression; a Froebel, verily becoming as 
a little child and thus entering into the King- 
dom of Heaven upon earth; a John Woolman, 
walking always ia the light which lighteth 
every man that cometh into the worid. 
CHRISTIANITY CONFINES IT. 

Christianity narrows this festival of All 
Saints. it will have on its calendar only such 
holy men as bear the name of Christian. Pagan 
virtue may be very fine in itself, but it is not 
good enough for a sacred year. The people of 
God may not be taught to ballow any day by 
thinking thereon of the nobiest of the Greeks 
or the most spiritual of the Hindoos. Asa 
matter of fact the Christian calendar does not 
include a single name of an outside saint ex- 
cept where it may have crept in by stealth 
despite the lynx-eyed watehtulness of the 
priest and prelate, as in the curious trane 
formation of the Buddha himself into the good 
St. Joshapbat. Whether te followed Moses or 
Mobammed, Zoroaster or Buddha, the saint is 
the true Christian, if the Christian be 
the highest style of man. Our Pantheon 
must bold a niche for Socrates and Epictetus, . 
for Marous Aurelius and the Buddha. The 
calendar of the coming church will dave a day 
for Montefiore, the philanthropic Jew, as 
well as for Shaftesbury, the philanthropic 
Christian. 


RELIGION NARROWS IT. 
Religion narrows this festival. Only the 
saints can come into the true calendar, yet

The frailties 
of sweet Will Shakspeare and the errors of 
kindhearted Dickens sufficed not to shut 
them out from this earthly Walhalla. Beauti- 
ful symbol, this national Pantheon, of Me 
truth which we celebrate in this festival of a 
divine humanity; amid whose saints clim) all 
unrebuked sinners whose genius has heiped 
the race onward and whose fauits and frail- 
ties have been redeemed by noble aims and un- 


galfish service. 


NEED NOT CHANGE THE NAMB. 

None the less we may not change the name 
of the church's festival ot a divine bumanity. 
We will tnank God today for the fruitage of 
geuius and for the services of imperfect men, 
but we will thank Him most for the lives of 
those who have won without dispute the crown 
of saintship. Character is the end into which ail 
guts are but the means. Character represents 
the hicuest forcefuloess on earth. Character 
is the supreme service to humanity, and toduy 
every real re orm whieh is being agitated is 
buta protest of the weaker ones of earth 
against some selfish abuse of power by the 
gifted of earth, whose ental is in the oppres- 
sion of our civilization. The saint's greatness 
lays no taxes on mankind. His «glory is never 
sung in lhtanies of sorrow from orpbaned 
homes and bankrupt households.

THE CHEROKEE COUNCIL, 


IT WILL CONVENE AT TAHLEQUAH TODAY, 
AND AN EXCITING SESSION IS ANTICI- 
PATED. 

Lirtite Rock, Ark., Nov. 1.—/[Spectal.]—An 
Indian Territory special says: The Cherokee 
Council, or Legislature, convenes tomorrow at 
Tahlequab. The members number seventy- 
four, sixteen Senators and fifty-eight Repre- 
sentatives, divided into three parties—namely : 
National, Loyal, and Downing. The division is 
caused by divergent views regarding local gov- 
ernment, The Council will organize by elect- 
ing a President, Speaker, Clerks, and other nec- 
essary Officers. The message ot Chief Bushy- 
head, which is completed, will be delivered be- 
fore bots Houses. It is lengthy and carefully 
prepared. It touches upon all questions which 
have been agitating the Cherokees for some 
years past, and suggests means for the prac- 
tical solution of some of them. Matters of 
general interest, especially the sale of lands to 
the United States, the status of white persons 
who claim a right in the Territory, and the 
leasing of gruzing land receive due attention. 
It will de several days before the Coun- 
ell is ready for efficient work. There 
is some opposition to Bushybead’s administra- 
tion, but just what shape it will take is not 
clear. The indications point to an exciting 
session. A movement is being made to dis 
place William A. Philips, attorney for the 
Cherokees at Washington, and secure in his 

lace Thomas Gunter, ex-Congressman of Ar- 

neas. The position is worth $6,000 a year. 

Phillips is backed by Bushybead and the Na- 
tional party generally, while, it is claimed, 
Gunter nas Attorney-General Garland and 
nearly all the disaffected Cherokees on his side. 
Gen. Atkins of the Indian Bureau at Washing- 
ton will be present during a greater part of the 
session. He visits the Territorr to consult 
with Chief Busbybead and decide as to the 
proper adjustment of claims of persons alleg- 
ing Cherokee citizensbip and who are consid- 
ered intruders by the Cherokees. 


WEDDED IN SECRET, 


A YOUNG JEWESS MARRIES A ROMAN 
CATHOLIC CIGARMAKER—HER FATHER 
DISOWNS HER. 

BattTimore, Md., Nov. 1.—[Special.|—Han- 
nah Sternheimer was one of the prettiest belies 
in Hebrew social circles.

WIttiamsport, Pa., Nov. 1.—A coal train 
on the Philadeiphia & Reading Railroad yes- 
terday morning crashed into a freight train 
which was standing on the bridge across White 
Deer Creek, and the span of the bridge giving 
way the engine of the coal train and thirteen 
cars were huried into the creek below, a dis- 
tance of thirty feet. The cars and their con- 
tents were piied on top of one another in a 
confused mass.

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STREET-CAR MEN ORGANIZING. 
Prirresuac, Pa., Oct. 31.—A movement is on 
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WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 1.—Speolal.]— The 
Treasury mail contains daily letters relating to 
a bond-caill. These letters represent both sides 


of the question. Some of the writers endeavor 


to convince the Department that an immediate 
bond-cail is necessary. Others insist that the 
Treasury is in no condition to order a call for 
bonds. There is some reason to think that the 
letters which proceed from both sides have 
some personal end in view. Secretary Mau- 
ning does not choose to make any statement 
as to his purposes, but the outward indications 
ate that he does not approve the issuing of a 
call until Congress bas had an opportunity to 
decide whether it will do anything with the au- 
ver, dollar. A number of financiers of the Mo 
Cu school who have approved the course 
of the Treasury Department 80 far, seem dis- 
posed to favor an immediate call. They urge 
that the old fund has increased beyond what it 
was at the time Meoulloch retired from the 
Treasury, and that the latter bad then about 
decided that a bond-call was expedient. Mr. 
McCulloch made no bond-call during the time he 
was Secretary, but the assumption upon which 
this recommendation procteds is disputed. 
Some deny that the Treasury is now really 
stronier in gold than it was Maroh4. The ü- 
ures in the debt-statement appear to show that 
this is the fact, but it is to be remembered that 
in March the Treasury held a quantity of gold 
certificates which were not represented by coin 
and were treated as gold assets. The new ad- 
, ministration of the Treasury bas-ohanged the 
old form of debt-statement, and has not 80 
treated the certificates. Those who are 
urging an immediate call are Con- 
gressmen and dankers, as well as 
persons who in the past have been closely 
identified with Treasury matters. The main 
point whieh they make in favor of a call is 
that the Treasury ought to preserve its tradi- 
tions and fellow precedents, and that the con- 
dition of the Treasury is such now as to make 
a call necessary, unless these precedents are to 
be disregarded, that; moreover, a call should 
be made in the interests of ecouomy in order 
to stop the interest on 60 much of 
the outstanding debt. It is suggestea 
by those who oppose a cal that 
the demand for it proceeds in 
from those who desire to force the country to 
adopt a silver basis. It is quite certain that 
some of the silver men themselves are promi- 
nent among those who advocate a call. while 
there is some reason to think that few of the 
bankers who advocate a call bave so arranged 
their business in the matter of gold payments 
that they would be benefited by the adoption 
of a silver standard. It has recontly been sug- 
gested to the department as a reason why a 
call should not be made that, as the recent im- 
portation of sold into this country has 
been smal, the increase in the Treasury stock 
of gold must have been almost wholly derived 
from the amount which had been privately 
boarded on account of a want of confidence, 
and which is liable to be at any time with- 
drawn. It has been suggested, also, that the 
difficulties under which the department labor 
ea in April and May, when the gold fund was 
at its lowest ebb, Would be increased should a 
bond cali be now 


THE COON-MANMNING CORRESPONDENCE. 

Mr. Charles E. n, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, in tter of resignation, while 
thanking Secretary Ging ior asourances of 
satisfaction with bis official conduct, says with 
reference to Mr. Manning’s statement that rea- 
sons not necessary to explain required Mr. 
Coon’s resignation: 

I can only infer from this that these reasons are 
politicai—in other words, thas I am to retire from 
the office to which 1 was appointed some eighteen 
months ago because lam not in political accord 
with my superiors. 1 beg to remind you that early 
in March last, on the supposition that there might 
be a feeling of this kind, [ frankly m- 
formed the President and yourself that while I had 
been promoted to the office of Assistant Secretary 
after a service of nearly twenty years in the 
Treasury without the intervention or solicitation 
of asingle politician, I had always been and still 
was a Republican: that while I did not deem it 
consistent with either the circumstances of my ap- 
pointment or the spirit of the reform in the civil 
service to which the Administration was pledged 
to abandon my office because of political prefer- 
ences, yet I was ready to do s0 ata moment if 
desired by you. To this you replied that you de- 
sired me to remain and assist you for the present, 
at least.“ But while solely intent upon giving you 
a loyal support in ali matters appertaining to 
the public business, I have not ‘Tailed to 
observe that my continuance in office 
has not been acceptable to a considerable portion 
of the party, press, and very many politicians. 
The frequent criticisms showered upon you in this 
connection have made it plain to me that public 
sentiment, as concerns one party, at least, is not 
yet sufficientiy advanced to encourage or approve 
the retention of subordinate officers for reasons 
other than political. 1 infer that this is also the 
yonciusion reached by. you. 

The following is Secretary Manning’s letter 
communicating the President's acceptance of 
Mr. Coon’s resignation:

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CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


GREAT ALARM FELT AT ST. PAUL RBEGARD- 
ING THE SMALL-POX—MEASURES OF PR- 
VENTION—SCOURGE NOTES. 

Sr. Pak, Minn., Nov. 1.—[Special.]|—The 
continued existence of smail-pox in the city 
causes the Health Department and physicians 
grave alarm. The cases are isolated, but the 
medical authorities agree that there is great 
danger of the disease becoming epidemic dur- 
ing the winter. The general public is appar- 
entiy indifferent to the situation. There is- no 
pest-house, and there seems but little disposi- 
tion to take steps to secure one. A health 
officer said today that they were doing their 
best, and vaccmation is going on every day, 
but at a rate that will require several years to 
insure the city against disease. Though the 
heulth office sent out to the public schools in 
September warning circulars no decided action 
was taken by the educationa! authorities until 
Friday to secure the immediate vaccination of 
the pupils. That day, amidst much confusion 
and some opposition, all pupils who could not 
show vaccination certificates were suspended 
from the schools until they had received them. 
This was in the public schools and not in the 
Catholic, private, or other educational in- 
stitutions in St. Paul. The greater fear is 
feit concerning Swede Hollow and the Polander 
and Connemara settiements. There ie no evi- 
dence that these people bave been vaccinated 
orany attempt made to reach them. They 
object to being meddled with in any way, and 
the whole section is in an uncieanly condition, 
especially inviting to the ravages of contagion. 
It is proposed to vaccinate the police and fire 
departments, but the authorities seem to be 
unwilling to come to compulsory measures yet.

New Tonx, Nov. 1.—|Special.]—Ferdinand 
Ward spent a quiet day in Sing Sing Prison to- 
day. He occupies a cell to himself and did not 
seem disposed to talk with anybody. When he 
marched with his gang to breakfast in the 
mess-room he was the cynosure of al 
eyes, the convicts having become aware that 
he was a new arrival. He ate his bash and his 
two slices of bread and drank his coffee with 
apparent relish. After the ast he 
marched in une with his gang to the chapel. 
Services over, be then marched out and fell 
into the lock-step of the prisoners quite 
naturally. They pabsec out of the building, 
and he, with the othefs, picked up his bucket, 
slung it on his arm, and again resumed his 
place in line to go to the window 
and receive his day's rations. Principal 
Keeper Connaughton said Ward prom- 
ised to de a good prisoner, and 
as long as he was he would get along nicely. 
He will have to do bis work well in the mount- 
ing-sbop of the stove contractors. That will 
be to take a coarse file, trim up castings, and 
fit them together into stoves. His work is not 
very heavy nor laborious. He;will have to go 
to work at 6:15 in the morning. 

An examination of the papers, letters, eto. 
referring to Ward’s business, in connection 
with bits of evidence elicited in the courts, is 
littie by little throwing light on bis principal 
methods. One of these was to offer through 
W. S. Warner a guarantee to investors of 2 per 
cent per month on instaliments. Mr. Warner 
would, for example, offer to bis acquaintances, 
provided with the necessary cash, an interest 
in one of Grant & Ward's mythical con- 
tracts that would pay 2 per cent per 
month.

Warner, after reoeiving 

the money, would turn it over to Ward, who 
would then give bim two memorandums, one 
for the investor, promising the payment at the 
end of thirty days of $10,200, and another for 
Warner's personal benefit, promising the pay- 
ment at the same time of $1,800, the theory 
dom that the investment would pay 20 per 
cent, so that while the investor got 2 per cent 
on his money Mr. Warner got 18 per cent on it. 
Where Wara’s remuneration came from does 
not appear, but in view of the close and pecul- 
iar relations between himself and Warner it is 
perbaps not necessary that this should appear. 
As Warner's profits grew he seemed to have 
fallen into the babit of leaving them with 
Ward for reinvestment on the cumulative 
plan, contenting himself with taking obliga- 
tions therefor and drawing a few hundred 
thousand dollars from time to time as his re- 
quirements or views of expedience demanded. 
Thus it happened that in March, 1884, 
Warner received from Ward obligations 
covering a $1,000,000 transaction, divided 
into several contracts, to mature in Septem- 
ber, 1884, and to aggregate by that time, 
through the addition of profits, $2,200,000. For 
the purposes of the pair a reguiar bond was 
devised, with monthly coupons attached. 
These bonds are believed to have been devised 
by the legal genius of Mr. J. Henry Work, Mr. 
Warner's brother-in-law, and they are drawn 
up in the handwriting of F. F. Wood, a clerk of 
Warner. The following is a specimen bond for 
$370,000. It is worthy of note that a special 
provision in the bond makes it optional with 
the holder to demand che whole sum at any 
time in case of default on one of the coupons: 


NEW YORK, March 1, 1884.—The bearer of this 
memorandum is entitled to an interest which bas 
been taken by us on his behalf in a certain con- 
tract, on which interest, by the terms of this con- 
tract, there will be due upon this memorandum, at 
the times set forth in the several vouchers hereto 
annexed and signed by us, the sums therein set 
forth respectively. The performance of which 
contract, in all its terms, in consideration of $1 and 
other value by us received, we hereby guaran- 
tee, and we hereby promise to pay the 
sums hereinafter set forth as due thereon 
in accordance with the terms of said vouchers on 
the presentation of the same to us on the due dates 
thereof respectively. It is further understood and 
expressiy agreed that any default in the payments 
herein agreed to be made shall, and so often as 
the same occur, cause the whole amounts agreed 
to be paid in accordance with the terms of this 
memorandum to become immediately due and 
payable at the option of the holder hereof at the 
time of such default. GRANT & WARD. 


Accompanying this are four notes—one due 
Sept. 5, 1884, for $105,000; one due Aug. 5, for 
$53,000; one due July 5, for $53,000; and an- 
other, due June 5, 1884, for $53,000. Appended 
to this document originally were two other 
coupons for $53,000 each, but these were de- 
tached and paid when they became due. The 
May coupon formed a part of the check for 
$71,000 of May 5, 1884, which contributed to 
break the Marine Bank, to send Ward to the 
State Prison, and to cause the arrest of William 
S. Warner. 


CITY ITEMS. 


SHOT BY AN OFFICER. 

Edward Orb, a young man living in the vicin- 
ity of Indiana and Robey streets, was shot at 4 
o' clock yesterday morning by Officer Cari Jobn- 
son of the West Chicago Avenue Station. The 
policeman was detailed to supervise a dance 
given by a Scandinavian society in Weege's 
Hall, near West Indiana and Paulina streets. 
A party of young men were about 
to euter the hail without paying, when 
they were stopped by the officer and subse- 
quently placed under arrest. Some one in the 
crowd fired a couple of shots, and the officer 
promptl returned the fire. The patrol wagon 
was called and some of the crowd were placed 
under arrest. They gave the names of William 
Nelson, Thomas J. Waish, and Phillip Shannon. 
The crowd had scattered when the firing began, 
and afterwards it was learned that Orb had 
been shot by the officer’s bullet, which entered 
his right thigh and, giancing inward, lodged in 
the scrotum. Some of ais companions took 
bim to a doctor’s office near by and subse- 
quently he was removed to his home. The 
wound is serious.

Dr. Thomas’ Ideas on the World to Come | 


Miscellaneous Religions 
Services. 


The Rev. W. M. Stryker preached at the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church yesterday from 
the foliowing text: : 

Let us build these cities and make about them 
walls and towers, gates and bars, while the land 1s 
yet before us. L Chron., wiv., 7. 

He began by referring to an editorial in the 
London Times (1881) which spoke of America 
as the most prosperous of nauons, and with 
plenty of room to spare for new arrivais. 
Since that editorial was written, the preacher 
said, there had been a general fnan- 
cial indigestion ana dyspepsia, but times 
were convalescent now, and the sub- 
Stantial part of the editorial was 
true. Three million people had come to this 
country in the meantime, and were still pour- 
ing in. A large fraction of these swarming 
hundreds of thousands was made up of thrift, 
order, and devout faith; but the majority was 
Vastly unlike the stuff that spun the America 
of fifty years ago. Continuing, the preacher 
said: 

The descendants of the Anglo-Saxons are 
a decreasing minority here now. Celt, and 
Teuton, and “Scandinavian, and Frank, 
and Slav, and mulatto have enough ballot 
strength, could it be compacted, to constitu- 
tionally distranchise the descendants of Old 
England! We.may resent all this, but cannot 
change it. Every night while we sleep the 
steamers urge their prows westward, every 
week these leviathans disgorge their buman 
freight upon our wharves. For better or 
woree Our decades are witnessing an irruption 
like those which once changed the face of 
Europe. The spirit of Atilla is still abroad. 
The unresting instinct of man still presses 
westward and on. The wise men still follow 
the course of the stars to find their Bethlehem. 
And all this change is of God's providence and 
plan. Not for the Saxon but for the new race 
of the future has He saved this new worid. 


It the capitalists of this city could foresee 
the sites of the cities yet unlocated in the New 
West bow they would rush in for quarter sec- 
tions and corner lots! Shall the land dealer be 
forever wiser than the child of God? Shall the 
zeal of the speculator always sbame the apathy 
of the believer! Shall we beso bold for our- 
selves and so timid for Heaven! What an “in- 
vestment”’ to save a community now—to trans- 
figure the destiny of a commonwealth! It is 
“within the power of our hand to do t.“ under 
God, now wulle the land is yet before us!“ 
And if we gratefully accept the high opportu- 
nity and in no veevish and picayune way rise 
up and strengthen our bands for this work, we 
may, after a little, bear such a song as that 
which Nebemiah’s builders joined to raise— 
only wider anc \aster—a song the echoes of 
which should last until the trump of God ush- 
ers anew heaven and a new earth. 


Do we know what these vanguards of Christ's 
army—heroic men and women, too—have done 
and are doing for the Nution—** that as a mere 
incident of home mission work the Nation 
today owns Idaho, Oregon, and Washington’’? 
But what is mere territory to compare with its 
work in purifymg the sources of the new life 
of those Vast areas? The nome mission spirit 
is the pioneer of the church; home; the school; 
the Lord's day, with all the merciful allevia- 
tions it secures to wege-workers; of citizen- 
ship and order. It uplifts purity, sobriety, de- 
cency. It protects honor, property, and life. 
On the ground of the lowest commercial mo- 
tive, surely this city should believe in work 
that yields such a rapid increment of beth de- 
mand andsupply. The thrifty community is 
the foundation of all remunerative enterprise. 
Chicago, with her ganglion of railways, with 
all the reins of empire knotted about 
her hands, a blood centre for ail 
the arteries and veins of an _ ever- 
increasing commerce: a nerve centre for 
the telegraphy of an enterprise for whose ardor 
and vigilance thougut-executing ligbtaings’”’ 
are none too swift—Chicago, even on the low- 
est secular ground, cannot but reckon the 
things that make for stable credit and widen; 
ing production in Texas and Dakota, in Colo- 
rado and Nebraska,in Utah and Oregon, in 
Ieaho and Alaska. The Chicago Board of 
Trade could weil afford, as mere worldly sbrewd- 
ness, to make an offering of $100,000 a year to 
the prosecution of bome missions. 

The preacher said that civilization had out- 
stripped Christianity and the State was crying 
to the church. Papacy was shaming the 
drowsy pace of the Protestants; and the crisis 
was at hand fora grand mission work. The 
preacher then continued as follows: 


These great inland States—IIlinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota—are strategic with Bohemians, 
Germans, Norwegians; but all that is true of 
such States is truer still of St. Louis, and Mil- 
waukee, and St. Pau!. Let us build (i. e., for- 
tify) these cities while the land is yet before 
us. 

Chicago is the Thermopyle— 200,000 Ger- 
mans, 105,000 Irish, 40,000 Scandinavians, 26. 
000 Bobemians, 22,000 Poles, 5,000 to 10,000 
Italians and French! In the Eighteenth Ward 
out of 27,000 only 12,000 are Amer cans! 

New York City twenty-five years ago had 
£00,000; now 1,200,000. But Chicago twenty- 
five years ago bad 100,000; now 700,000. Had 
New York multiplied by seven in twenty-five 
years it would now bave more than 5,000,000 
and be the largest city on earth! So that in 
spite of the disparity of our churches to the 
number in New York we may still speak and 
do with courage and with hope. God is making 
us ready to back this burden, and by His 
help we will do it Lke Christian men. Where 
He bas massed the work He will mass the pow- 
er. But after all other futures as momentous 
and emergent as our own lie in the horoscope 
of our country. 

Chicago was bome mission ground only fifty 
years ago; it is largeiy so yet; what if then the 
East bad done nothing for the West? Ah, what 
if ithad done more? In 1859 lilinois Presbyte- 
rians gave one-fortieth to home missions, now 
one-twentieth. It is a good investment to save 
the cities yet to be as well as the cities that are. 
Tims life is reflex and inverdependent with 
our own. We bave reciprocal obiigations. Let 
me briefly tell what our Board of Home Mis- 
sions has seen in fifteen yeurs. It bas seen the 
old Presbstery of the Missouri River—which 
included Western ‘Iowa, Nebraska, Wyoming, 
Montana, Utah, ana Colorado—divided into 
fourteen Presbyteries, its fifteen ministers in- 
ereased to 800, its twenty churches to 400, its 
1,000 members to 16,000, Since 1869 Kansas’ 
thirty-five ministers bave become 220 and her 
forty-three churches 340; Nebraska's sixty-four 
churches have become 300. Six years ago Da- 
kota had one church, now four Presbyteries 
and seventy-nine churches; but what are they 
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of men managing courts, prisons, and schools. 

Dr. Barrows shook bands with strangers at 
the close of the servicé, and announced | 
he would preach next Sunday mornmg in his 
church on the * Perils of Youth.”’

THE REV. DR. THOMAS. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas preached before a 
large congregation in the Chicago Opera- 
House yesterday morning. He took as his 
text: 

For unto the angels hath He not put tn subjection 
the world to come whereof we speak.— Hebrews, u. . 5 

That the tendency of all learning and all 
study, be said, is trom the little to the great 
can be seen in the constantly-growing powers 
of mind and in the ever-enlarging worid of 
things. To a child the world is small and things 
few: asthe mind enlarges and objects multi- 
ply the mind not only creates but perceives 
more and more what is, and things are so re- 
lated that the study of one leads on to the 
other. The understanding of one becomes 
the explanation of sowething beyond. 
In every ~~ direction in which the 
mind moves it not only n itself growing in 
power, but findsitself in an ever-enlarging 
sphere, which to the thinker bas no limit, and 
so it is we think out and speak out the name 
of the Deity. There must be some language 
to express truth—the feelings of the true, the 
beautii ul. and good—a language of the heart 
that speaks of hope aad good. Thoughts arise 
in regard to the future as to what shail it be, 
and thus it is that the language of song finds 
its place at the altar of God, not only that the 
thoughts of men may find expression, but it 
serves to interpret the life that is. It places 
man in an order that is unfolding and in a 
process that is leading toa bigher life. Take 
it away and the giory is taken away from man. 
We confess that we are bound up in the intinit 
of which we are a part; that. we have in our- 
selves athinking power that weighs and meas- 
ures suns; that there is in us a power to 
measure right and wrong. Mathematics can’t 
explain nor chemistry analyze it, but we feel it 
in our hearts, and reason that this little world 
may be in God's plans His nursery. 


UNCIVILIZED INDIANS AND WHITES. 

At the First Congregational Church last nicht 
Prof. E. D. Painter, Secretary of the Indians’ 
Rights Association of Philadelphia, spoke on the 
Indian question and Mrs. N. J. St. Ciairof Rob- 
bins, Scott County, Tenn., tendered the con- 
gregation a word-picture of the condition of 
the poorer class of whites in the Cumberiand 
Mountains. * 

Proper consideration of the Indian question, 
Prof. Painter said, bad been deferred from 
time to time from various causes until today 
it was as far from being solved as ever. While 
in the last twenty-five years America had ex- 
pended twenty-one million of dollars, and dis- 
patched abroad 2,000 missionaries for the con- 

ersion of the heathen im distant lands, 
re were still more tha balf of the 
comparatively few thousands of Indians in the, 
United States who did not know what the Gos- 
pel meant. The Indian, be said, was in reality 
a religious man, and not by nature so much of 
an idolator aa popular supposition made bim 
out to be. He was truthful, too, and infinitly 
more elevated, morally, than the negro. 

The policy of the United States in dealing 
with the Indian had been to prevent him from 
earniug a hvelihood by his own industry and 
natural intelligence. Such treaties as had been 
made with him had robbed him of the lands be 
had grown uptolove and regard as his by 
right and fence him in on a reservation, which 
perhaps did not afford him the sustenance he 
and his family required. The speaker sketohed 
the relations, past and present, of the Nez 
Perces Indians with the United States. 
taking the ground that the red man 
had suffered and was still suffering 
immeasurable injustice at the bands of the 
Government, and that be did not want the 
country to supply bim with food and clothing, 
but to provide him instead with a suitabie re- 
gion where be could support himself by his 
own industry. The Professor cited numerous 
instances had met with io California of in- 
human tment received at the bands of 
whites by the Indians, and apologized tor the 
conduct of Apaches engaged in the present in- 
surrecuon, into which de ciaimed they had 
been forced by unendurabie oppression. The 


only way to solve tne Indian question, he | 


averred, in conclusion, was to treat the In 
dian on the principle of an existing brother- 
hood between him and the white man, and not 
banish bim to a worthiess reservation. 

Mrs. St. Ciair, who has resided in the mount- 
ain wilds of Tennessee forsix years, commu- 
picated some startling points of information 
concerning the almost inconceivabie state of 
savagery in which the poorer classes of white 
people existed. They lived, she said, in log 
huts without windows and very far from air- 
tight. Their principal article of diet was 
badiy-cooked corn-bread, which they utilized 
for breakfast, dinner, and supper. They bad 
plenty of fruit and vegetabies at their com- 
mand, but bad not yet learned the proper use of 
them. The consumption of tobacco was preval- 
ent among the women, and often children were 
seen with a lump of the noxious weed between 
their teeth. The men were rather idle as a gen- 
eral thing, and allowed the women to do the 
plowing, sowing. and reaping, while they went 
off hunting. Their fashion of voting was 
unique, the polling-place consisting of a tree- 
stump, on which reposed atin pail. The vot- 
ers piaced their ballots in this pail, and at tbe 
end of half an hour or so the lid was placed on 
it and the judges adjourned for a drink, re- 
turning in a little while to resume the election; 
which peculiar process of affairs afforded ex- 
cellent opportunities for * fine work.“ and of 
which the officeseekers did not besitate to 
avail themselves. Mrs, St. Clair concluded 
with a minute account of ber efforts in the

THE ELECTION LAW MAY BE DE- 
FEATED BY A TRICK. 

We direct the attention of all persons who 
favor the adoption of the’ City Election 
law to the peculiar phraseology of the statute 
providing for the submission of the question 
to the people. The Republican Campaign 
Committee especially ought to exercise great 
caution in the printing of the tickets; and, if 
there are any sincere friends of the measure 
in the Democratic Campaign Committee, 
they should carefully examine the tickets 
which will be submitted to them by their 
colleagues. 

The affirmative proposition can only be 
submitted in four words as nn. in the 
statute. 

Art. I, Sec. 3, of the Election law is as 
follows: 

At such election the ballots, so far as they 
relate to the act, shall be written or printed iu 
the following form: For City Rlection law,“ 
or, Against City Blection lav.“ 

Ballots printed in any other form or hav- 
‘Ing upon them phrases colorably like those 
prescribed by the statute, yet not carrying on 
them the precise words (and no more) given 
in the law, may, and probably will, under the 
rigid instructions of a subsequent section, be 
thrown out by unfriendly judges. Sec. 7

The language of the statute seems to pro- 
hibit the judges from recognizing the inten- 
tion of the voter unless it shall be expressed 
in the precise form laid down in the law. To 
this extent the statutory provision would be 
quoted in case of a contest in court as a rea- 
son why the uniform rule of law—that the 
intention of the voter shall be ascertained as 
closely as possible and enforced—should be 
departed from. 

It will be seen that the law only recog- 
nizes as lawfal ballots on this question those 
containing the phrase, For City Election 
law,” or, “Against City Election law.” 
The judges are especially directed to put 
„together in a third pile all the other ballots 
of every description,” and they are by law 
prohibited from counting “For” or 
„Against the proposition any ballot not 
em the form herein prescribed,” or from 
keeping any account of the third pile of bal- 
lots as to such proposition. 

If, therefore, any ballots shall be negli 
gently or willfully printed For the Elec- 
tion law,” or Against the Election law,” or 
“For the Election-Reform law,” or For 
City-Election Reform,” or for any other spe- 
cious and misleading proposition, the un- 
friendly judges may hold that they are 4usti- 
fied in putting these ballots in the third 
pile,” and then in refusing to take any ac- 
count of that pile in making up the canvass. 

We hope the Republican Campaign Com- 
mittee will have the sense and the Democratic 
Campaign Committee the honesty to see to 
it that no pretext is afforded unfriendly 
judges to defeat the will of the voters and 
postpone or prevent the adoption of the law 
through any surh miserable technicality. If 
the law is defeated by means of a thieves’ 
trick such as we have suggested, the persons 
responsible for the result will not hear the 
last of it so long as they may figure before 
the people of Chicago in any political capacity. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION, 

There are a few bears left who think that 
the country is substantially in the same con- 
dition as a year ago. If anything, they con- 
sider it worse off now than then because, as 
they say, the wheat crop is small and the 
prices of provisions are low. It is useless 
to call their attention to the adjustment of 
the ratio ot production to consumption all 
over the country, the wealth of the people 
as shown by the quantity of goods they are 
buying, and the cessation of important fail- 
ures, which were at one time the 
feature in our business affairs.

But as to the stock market the bears are un- 
questionably right, though they cannot name 
the time within days or even weeks when 
the reaction Will come. It has become a 
commonplace to say that stocks have ad- 
vanced enough to discount the business im- 
provement for two years. It is easy to see 
that the bulls are skating on very thin ice 
and that the rise in such securities as New

come, ‘The high-priced stocks are the ones 
most likely to be affected, as a majority of 
the low-priced securities are paid for in full 
and not carried on borrowed money. No 
doubt the reports of combinations, control of 
the weaker corporations by wealthy men, 
etc., will be used to keep the market strong, 
but these influences will soon spend them- 


The stock speculators may thank legiti- 
mate business for a large part of the support 
that has been given the market. The aspect 
of general trade is still highly encouraging. 
The bank clearings are constantly on the in- 
crease, and the gain is largely outside of 
New York, whete there is less speculation 
than in the metropolis. The eastward move- 
ment of merchandise on the railroads shows 
a slight gain in spite of the advanced rates, 
and there is a large increase in the westward 


the revival more doubt as to the condition of 
the market than anything else, but at. the 
end of six months prices are higher than 
ever, and the market is firm. Coal, too, is 
still on the gain. The rise in nails is less 
significant, inasmuch as the combination in 
that industry is one of the strongest in the 
country and the production has been greatly 
reduced by strikes. The rapid advance in 
petroleum, while based on the statis- 
tical situahon of the article, is also 
to a large degree the result of manip- 
ulation. Wheat is the most abused of all 
commodities. The accumulation of the grain 
in the elevators all over the Northwest has 
much the same effect on the speculative 
crowd as the creation of so much more wheat 
would have. The bears are atno pains to 
call attention to the fact that this accumula- 
tion is the result of new methods of hand- 
ling the property, which bring a large pro- 
portion of the crop into sight immediately 
after it is harvested. Meanwhile the millers, 
who have better facilities for influencing the’ 
minds of the farmers than ever before, work 
them into a selling panic at every opportuni- 
ty. The lumbermen are closing a fairly sat- 
isfactory season. The stocks on hand are 
not much, if any, larger than they were a 
year ago. Dry-goods dealers complain of a 
slackened demand, but purchaggs are already 
being made for the spring business, and the 
outlook fs good. Our market is no doubt 
much influenced by the situation in England, 
which has not improved. The heaviness of 
cotton has no little effect. The exports are 
not large just now, and recent reports from 
the Southern fields are more favorable. La- 
bor troubles are local, scattered, and of little 
consequence. 


WATCH THE RIVER PRECINCTS. 

The Republican Campaign Committee 
should make every exertion to secure relia- 
ble and courageous men to watch the can- 
vass in the precincts along both branches of 
the Chicago River. In other sections of the 
city there is little reason to apprehend se- 
rious attempts at fraud on a large scale, but 
the precincts. along both sides of the North 
and South Forks of the river demand care- 
ful watching. In the brief time remaining 
the committee should bend every effort to 
secure one or, if possible, two special watch- 
ers for each precinct along the river. Owing 
to the floating population in this section of 
the city it is the chosen field for patent affi- 
davits, bogus registrations, repeating, false 
counting, and every other form of election 
cheating and swindling. Watch the river 
precincts and the others will take care of 
themselves ! 

In all portions of the city back from the 
river there is a strong substratum of honest 
and law-abiding men in both parties, and it 
may be regarded as certain that there will be 
few frauds or attempts at fraud in these pre- 
cincts. In the German and Scandinavian 
precinets there is very little danger that fraud 
will be attempted. If the Election law is 
defeated it will be by the illegal votes cast 
and counted in the precincts along the river, 
and frauds are to be anticipated mainly and 
almost exclusively in the section that con- 
tains the vagrant and floating population of 
the city. Here is the quarter where the lines 
must be strengthened and vigilance is most 


necessary. 

At the election tomorrow the watchers will 
act by special authority of law. The law re- 
quires the judges in each precinct to protect 
the watchers, and give them places’ where 
“ they can plainly see and read each baliot.” 
The order of the court has been issued com- 
manding the judges to see that this is done, 
and if they refuse or neglect.so to do they 
may be summarily punished for contempt. 
Frauds can be checked in the worst wards of 
the city by the presence of one or two reso- 
lute men acting as watchers under the special 
order of the court. They can take their 
places, and, with note-book in hand, watch 
every step of the proceedings. In other sec- 
tions of the city such services may be super- 
fluous, but at least a hundred resolute men 
are needed for duty in the river precincts. 
Let the committee see to it, as its most im- 
portant duty, that men of the right stripe 
are on duty in the right places tomorrow. 
Watch the river precincts as the centre and 
source of all danger against an honest ballot 
and a fair count. j 


ELECTION REFORM IN CHICAGO. 
Municipal goverhment in Chicago has 


reached that stage where election reform is 
an imperative necessity. A short time ago 
a Senator of the United States propounded 
the inquiry: Can a worse government than 
that of Chicago be conceived?” The ques- 
tion remains unanswered. Gang rule, ballot- 
box stuffing, tax-eating, and corrupt govern- 
ment have reached such proportions in this 
city that outsiders end all discussion with 
the question whether a worse state of affairs 
than prevails in Chicago could be conceived. 
At the same time it is conceded that Chicago 
has a larger measure of enterprise and pub- 
lic spirit than any city in the country, and the 
people of the Northwest in particular are

It may be set down as an indisputable fact 
that criminals of every grade, whether aspir- 
ing for public or private plunder, will exert 
all their power to prevent any repeal or 
amendment of the present Election law. 
The people of Chicago now have an op- 


portunity to do away with gang rule by | we 


adopting the election machinery which was 
used to drive Tweedism out of New York. 
The new Election law, if adopted, will re- 
verse the present state of affairs in this city 
and put the government of the municipality 
in the hands of the legal voters and taxpay- 
ers. It will make fraud and ballot-box 
stuffing practically impossible, and insure 
hereafter an honest bailot and a fair count. 
It goes even further than this, and, by pro- 
viding facilities for casting votes without 
annoyance or delay, invites to the polls a 
large class of yoters who have been kept 
away by the vexatious requirement of regis- 
tration for each election. Under the new 
law they will register only once in four years, 
and will be able to vote with the least possible 
loss of time. Under the system provided 
in the new Election law Chicago ought to be- 
come one of the best governed cities in the 
Union. All that is necessary is to have elec- 
tions honestly decided in accordance with the 
will of the legal voters and taxpayers, and 
Chicago will then have a local government 
that will properly represent the enterprise 
and public spirit for which the people of the 
city are noted. The new Election law will 
take away the occupation of ballot-box 
stuffers and election swindlers and restore 


the government of Chicago to the legal voters 


and taxpayers. It will invite all citizens to 
cast their votes without annoyance or delay 
and with a certainty that the ballots will be 
honestly counted. The need for election re- 
form is imperative and the opportunity to 
secure it now before the people. 


THE HONEST ELECTION LAW. 

It might be said in general terms that the 
City Election law should be adopted by the 
voters of Chicago because its purpose is to 
secure a fair and honest election, and this of 
itself should commend it to their suffrages; 
but there are special reasons also why every 
law-abiding voter should not only vote but 
work for its adoption in order that repeating 
and ballot-box stuffing and various other 
crooked work which for years have disgraced 
our elections should be rendered impossible, 
and that the gang of disreputable and dishon- 
est politiclans which has heretofore con- 
trolled them shall be stripped of its power. 
Some of these reasons we believe will com- 
mend themselves to every right-thinking per- 
son. 

It isa mental and physical’ impossibility 
for judges and clerks to perform the duties 
which the law requires of them under. the 
present system and do it well. From the 
time that the polls open until they close at 7 
p. m., eleven hou gare spent, usually, in a lit- 
tle stifling a the last two hours by 
candle or gas light, and in the midst of great 
excitement and darkness out of doors, and 
almost constant wrangling among themselves 
or with the challengers. By the time the 
polis close they are already hungry, thirsty, 
and pretty well worn out. Then they must 
have something to eat and drink. The beer 
or whisky is furnished and the work of 
counting begins. By 10 or 11 o’clock many 


of the judges feel exhausted, and resort to 


more stimulants, and in the small hours of 
the morning they are in no condition to finish 
up and verify their work in a formal man- 
ner, as prescribed by law; and this is 
the reason that when the votes are can- 
vassed the returns.are found full of mis- 
takes and miscounts of the grossest descrip- 
tion. The average time consumed under the 
present system is from fifteen to twenty 
hours at one sitting, and sometimes it ex- 
hausts the wholé twenty-four, and has 
exhausted judges and clerks long before 
that. Under the new law the polls will close 
at 4 o’clock, when the judges are still fresh 
and in good condition to commence the count. 
Three or four hours at the furthest is all the 
time necessary for the completion of their 
work. At the slowest estimate 100 votes can 
be counted in an hour, and as the precincts 
will not contain over 400 votes the whole 
work can be finished up in three or four hours 
after the polis close. 

The traudulent practice of holding back re- 
turns in certain precincts until the result 
is known in the other parts of the city, in 
order to stuff the boxes and elect the ring 
candidates, will be put a stop to forever, and 
the count will be completed and made known 
all over the city about the time in the night 
the polls are closed under the old system. 
From every point ot view the new law is 
vastly better than the rotten old law. No 
honest man can vote against it. 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF SPECIAL 
WATCHERS. 

The Republican Campaign Committee 
should see to it that two competent Repub- 
licans are chosen to act as special watchers 
after the close of the polis in each canvass- 
ing-room of the city tomorrow night. These 
special watchers. should be active, intelligent 
men, possessed of keen eyes, good judgment, 
and a strong purpose to do right. As will 
be seen by a reference to the law quoted in 
these pages yesterday such special watchers 
are entitled to admission to the canvassing- 
room on request made to the judges. They 
are also entitled to protection from the police 
officers present, and it will be the duty of the 
judges of election to grant them a position in 
the canvassing-room ‘‘ where they can plainly 
read and see each ballot.” Should the judges 
or other election officers refuse to admit 
them to the canvassing-room, or to accord 
them a position such as described and protec- 
tion therein, such election officers “* shall be 
deemed guilty of a felony” punishable by 


imprisonment in a penitentiary for a period 
ot from! one to three years. 


The law is explicit on these points, and 
the most hardened gang election judge will 
hardly dare to disobey it. The penalty for 
disobedience is ample. It is, therefore, for 
the Republican Campaign Committee to act 
promptly in appointing the necessary special 
watchers. 


Sec. 6 of the Election law provides that the 
judges shall count in favor of the proposition 
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torn off be counted against it. A voter who 
favors the law must see that his ticket has 


| printed upon it For City Election law” and 


no negative proposition. It will be the duty 


of the Republican special watchers to insist | 


that the ballots be counted in accordance 
with the language of the section quoted. 
They should be particularly careful to see 
that ballots which are not in favor of the law 
shall not be counted against it unless the 
ballot declares explicitly “‘ against” it. 
Sec. 7, Art. 1, is still more clear and man- 


datory on this point, It provides that:

It must be borne in mind that if the 
votes as canvassed in the manner prescribed 
shall show that more ballots are cast For 
the Election law” than ‘‘ Against the Elec 
tion law it has been adopted. 

It is of the utmost importance, then, that 
the right kind of watchers should be selected 
and that they should be put in the right 
places and understand not onlf their duties 
under the law but their powers and privi- 
leges as well. 


Capr. W. P. ANDERSON, a 3 elti- 
zen of Cincinnati and a member of the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred, has given an opin- 
ion from a Democratic standpoint of the 
recent election frauds in that city. Capt. 
Anderson has supported the Democratic party 
for over twenty years; he voted its ticket 
straight at the last election, and still declares 
himself diametrically opposed to the prin- 
ciples of the Republican party.” Yet as a 
member of the Anti-Fraud Committee of 
One Hundred he has been thoroughly con- 
vinced that the recent election frauds in Cin- 
cinnati were organized and perpetrated inside 
his own party exclusively, and as an honest 
man he does not hesitate to declare the truth. 
He gays that his investigation proves that 
the only organized fraud against the Regis- 
tration and Election laws at the last elec- 
tion has been within the Democratic party, 
and that the only organization shielding 
and protecting the perpetrators of these 
“frauds and endeavoring to hinder and 
“persecute those engaged in exposing and 
“bringing their perpetrators to justice

Precisely the same thing might be said here 
in Chicago.

Are there not many 
Democrats in Chicago who can take the same 
stand as Capt. Anderson and declare that, 
while opposed to the Republican party, they 
are in favor of any and all measures neces- 
sary to defeat scoundrelism at the polls by 
adopting the anti- fraud Election law? 


Juper BARRETT is warmly commended 
for the prompt and effectual administration 
ot justice in the case of Ferdinand Ward. 
The defendant was given a fair hearing and 
a full opportunity to present all his evidence, 
but no nonsense of any character was al- 
lowed. The Judge was not simply a referee 
or moderator to settle disputes among the 
lawyers, but he was the impartial representa- 
tive of the State and governed all the pro- 
ceedings with a view to the enforcement of 
justice and right. He summarily suppressed 
the attempts of the lawyers to befog and 
cloud the case with irrelevant disputes, and 
kept the attention of the jurors fixed on the 
questions actually involved. For instance, 
when one of Ward’s attorneys sought to in- 
dulge in a little buncombe by lamenting that 
Gen. Grant’s name was being dragged 
into the case and smirched Judge Barrett 
summarily told him he wanted no more of 
such talk; that the name alluded to was not 
smirched in any manner, and the testimony 
was before the jury for candid consideration. 
By cutting off all irrelevant testimony and 
holding the attorneys down to the actual 
questions involved the Judge was able to 
finish the trial in a yemarkably brief time 
and give the case to the jury in a manner 
that left no doubt as to the result. Then 
when it came to the sentence Judge Barrett 
was not inclined to indulge in sentimentality 
or deliver any homilies for the benefit of the 
shameless culprit at the bar. He gave Ward 
the limit of the law and remarked that he 
considered the prisoner beyond the reach of 
admonition or, advice. As the New York 
Times remarks, Judge Barrett’s conduct of 
this case is what the public has a right to ex- 
pect from every Judge, but what in fact it 
seldom receives.

4A BIG DEMONSTRATION AT QUEENSTOWN ON 
THE STEAMSHIP BOYCOTTING QUESTION. 

QUEENSTOWN, Nov. 1.—({Via Mackay-Beonett 
Cable to The Tribune. —All-Saints' Day has 
been remarkable here. This afternoon 10,000

OBITUARY. 


GEORGE W. NOBLE. 

George W. Noble, an old citizen of Chicago, 
residing at the Sherman House, was stricken 
with apoplexy while in the dining-room of 
that botel yesterday about 8 o'clock p. m. 
He was carried to his room and every- 
thing was done that was possible, but 
he died in an hour and a half after 
the attack without speaking a word. Mr. No- 
dle came to Chicago in 1843 and engaged in the 
lumber business, operating several planing- 
milis in connection therewith. He re 
tired from business in 1857 with a 
competence and has lived at hotels 
for twenty years, thirteen of which 
were at the Sherman. Ho was reputed to be 
worth at least 9500. 000, most of it being in Chi- 
cago real estate. The deceased ‘was married, 
but had no children, and bis only other rela- 
tives are two brothers and a sister. A brother 
in Pueblo, Colo., will arrive here Tuesday and 
take charge of the body and arrange for the 
funeral. Mr. Noble bad a large acquaintance in 
the city, chiefly awong the oid settlers. His 
habits were extremely quiet, bis custom being 
to make short trips to Waukesba in the sum- 
mer and to the South in winter. He was about 
70 years old, as near as can be ascertained, al- 
though some of bis acquaintances put his age 
at not more than 66, as he looked much older 
than he really was. An old friend said yester-

IT WILL TAKE PLACE TODAY-—THE RE- 
MAINS NOW IN NEW YORK—THE PALL- 
BEARERS. 

New Lenk. Nov. 1.—|[Special.|—Those who 
visited the McClellan bouse on Orange Mount- 
ain at 1 o'clock this afternoon to attend the 
General's funeral found the house open. The 
neighbors were then gathering in large num- 
bers. In the wide ballway to which it had been 
removed from the parlor was the body in the 
temporary case covered with a pall. A wreath 
of laurel and a few flowers rested upon it. The 
family sat at the head of the pall.

There was a distressing sene when the 
undertaker’s wagon drove upto the door to 
take the body away.

day ten, per week sixty; wages cut down twice last 
winter, 10 per cent each time, with no increase in 
sprmg and summer. Another cut in wages is ex- 
pected unless matters soon improve. 
ironmolders—Number in the city’ 800; hours of 
labor per day ten, with many shops working from 
half an bour to two hours overtime per day with- 
out extra pay; wages averaging about $2.50 per 
day; proportion of men who were idle during the 
last yeur constitute about 30 per cent of the entire 
number; at present a greater number of men are 
employed. but the prospects seem poor, Maximum 
wages being paid very few men. 

Cigarmakers—Number in the city 1,400, of whom 
20 per cent are out of work; bours of labor per 
day generally ten; minimum wages $7 per week, 
maximum $17; prospects not encouraging. A com- 
parison of prices between those paid in 1880 and 
those of 1883 per 1.000 is as follows: Price per 
1.000 in 1880, $4; in 1883, $7; shows an annual 
gain in favor of each workman of $135.60. 

Printere—Number in the city, 1,600 to 1,700; 
number employed in the city, 1,200; number of 
union men not steadily employed about 200. These 
pick up a job here and there and earn $6 or $8 per 
week. 

Tanners and Curriers—Hours of work per day, 
in winter nine, in summer ten; wages reduced 10 
per cent during the year; wages run from $9.50 to 
$21 per week. according to the class of work; 
trade generally good, and no men out of work. 

A apecial committee having charge of the 
eight-hour question reported that they had 
printed an address to the various labor organ- 
izations in Chicago on the subject of encour 
aging the establishment of the rule. 

The committee appointed to wait upon 
Mayor Harrison and request him to rescind the 
order promoting Capt. John Bonfield to the 
position of Inspector of Police made a report 
of the circumstances of their visit to the 
Mayor. The report states that after the 
Chairman, Leo P. Dwyer, had stated 
the object of the visit, the Mayor entered into 
an elaborate defense of Bonfield, stating that 
be was simply carrying out the instructions of 
his superior to keep the West Side car-tracks 
clear at all hazards, and that while Bonfield 
had been a little too barsh in some instances 
it was the Mayor’e opinion that Capt. Bonfield 
believed be was only doing his duty. and that 
to disgrace him now by removing bim from the 
Inspectorsbip would not be good policy. The 
committee also stated that they had presented 
to the Mayor the written statements o! several 
of the survivors of Bonfield’s club and other 
eye-witnesses of the atrocities alleged. The 
Mayor affects to discredit the statements, al- 
though made by responsible persons. The re- 
port conciudes as follows: 

Mayor remarked incidentally that had he 
wn of such determined opposition on the part 
of a large and intelligent body of men he might 
have been influenced thereby. The utter insincer- 
ity of this remark ts painful y apparent when it is 
remembered that soon after the street-car strike 
the citizens of Chicago, irrespective ot class, 
creed, or nationality, to the number of many hun- 
dreds, petitioned the Mayor for the removal of the 
said Bonfield from the pohce force on account of 
the inbuman ciubbing to which unoffending citizens 
were subjected at bis hands. As the appointment 
of an Inspector lies entirely with the Mayor, your 
committee believe that Carter H. Harrison has 
merited the severest condemnation of every per- 
son having the welfare of the masses at heart, and 
the only recommendation they can make in the 
premises is that the preseut incumbent of the 
Mayor’s office and his supporters be remembered 
at the polis in the future, to the end that these po- 
sitions of power and trust be filled hereafter with 
men who will not wholly ignore the wishes of the 
working classes of Chicago. 

Consideration of the report was postponed 
for two weeks. 

The Cigarmakers’ Union reported through 
its delegate that on and after Jan. 1, 1886, nine 
hours would constitute a day's work, and that 
after May 1, 1886, eight bours should consti- 
tute a day’s work. Numerous other repre- 
sentatives reported that special meetings had 
been called to take decisive action and report 
with regard to the enforcement of the eight- 
bour law. 

The assembly then proceeded to elect a dele- 
gate to the federation of the organized trades 
and labor unions of the United States and 
Cunada, to be held at Washington City Dec. 3, 
1885. Wiiliam E. Thompson, William Hollister, 
and George Schilling were plaved in nomina- 
tion. On the first bailot Hollister received 23 
votes, Thompson 37, and Schilling 21. <A 
motion that the lowest candidate be dropped 
frum the list brought up a very singular dis- 
cussion. Sebilling’s friends objected to such 
action, but the Chair assumed the power to 
order the lowest candidate droppea. Au ap- 
peal was taken, and, during the discussion, 
Schilling clamed the floor and und- 
drew in favor of Hollister, stating 
that he objected to Thompson because he 
was a member of the State militia. Thompson 
claimed the floor on personal privilege, and 
repiied that he did belong to the militia, that 
be had joined it tour years ago, when he came 
to the city, simply for the social advantages 
afforded to members. Alterwards he joined a 
trades organization and soon began to regret 
the action be bud taken in joining the militia 
because be learned that the object for which 
the militia waa organized wasto shoot down 
the workingmen. He then applied for die- 
charge, but was refused, and after repeating it 
time and again with the same result be calm- 
ly awaited the expiration of his term of enlist- 
‘ment. This, be said, would come about in 
about two months. In the meanwhile he 
would suffer the loss of bis right hand before 
be would shoot at a workingman, and if 
were called out to put down a strike he wou 
leave the State. Thompson was elected on the 
next ballot, receiving forty-cne votes, and his 
opponent, Hollister, forty. 

On motion of Delegate Gleason it was de- 
clared that Miles McFadden, who is not a dele- 
gate to the Trades Assembly, is in nowise 
authorized to speak for it on the question of 
the adoption of the Election law, and that no 
delegate would be autkor.zed by it to declare 
the assembly to be cither in favor ot or opposed 
to the new iaw. This is the same McFadden 
who bas been making speeches at Democratic 
meetings, and who has got into the newspapers 
as William McFadden.

THE NATIONAL PARK. 


STOPPING THE WHOLESALE SLAUGHTER OF 
GAME IN YELLOWSTONE PARK--NEED OF 
BETTER ROADS. 

Wasuincron, D. C., Oct. 30.—Superintend- 
ent Wear of the Yellowstone National Park 
reports that he found the stock belonging to 
the Government in a worn-out condition. The 
discipline of the force was bad. Last July he 
began making such a dispositon of bis agsist- 
ants as would serve to protect the game and 
objects of interest in the park. The services 
of atrusty mountaineer were secured, and bis 
employment soon resulted in the arrest and 
punishment of some of the worst skin-bunters 
that bad infested the park for years. This ac- 
tion and the maintenance of a strict watch day 
and night bas resulted in breaking up, in a 
measure, the wholesale slaughter of game, and 
the park is now full of game of all kinds, in- 
cluding about 200 head of bison, large numbers 
of elk, and several bands of antelope. With 
proper protection the Superintendent believes 
these animais would soon become gentie and 
add greatly to the pleasure of sight-seers. 

The military engineers bave constructed six- 
teen miles of splendid road, built a number of 
bridges, and made many repairs. By the new 
roads access to the objects of interest is very 
much facilitated. The hotel accommodations 
are not what they should be for the prices 
charged, and the Superintindent recommends 
that some one be authorized to see that there 
is something like an equivalent given to their 
patrons. it is recommended that the force of 
assistants be increased from ten to fifteen, as 
tne present force is not large enough to pre- 
veut acts of vandalism. The present system 
of laws within the park is entire y inadequate, 
and the Superintendent recommends the es- 
tablishment of a court with exclusive jurisdio- 
tion over the park. The travel in the park this 
summer has been much greater than ever be- 
fore. He estimates that $150,000 will be re- 
quired to build greatly needed roads now al- 
most impassable, and to meet the expenses of 
maintaining the park during the next fiscal 
year. This sum would do great good iu mak- 
ing the park accessibie to tourists.

SETTLING FREIGHT COMPLICATIONS. 

Sr. Paul., Mion., Nov. 1.—([Special.|—The 
series of meetings held at the office of J. M. 
Hannaford, General Freight Agent of the 
Northern Pacific Railway, during the last week 
for the purpose of settling the complications 
which bave arisen over Fargo, Wahpeton, and 
Graceville business were concluded last even- 
ing. The Manitoba Road was represented by 
W. 8. Alexander, Traffic Manager, and A. L. 
Mohler, General Freight Agent; the Milwaukee 
Company by J. C. Boyden, General North west- 
ern Freight Agent; and the Northern Pacific 
by Mr. Hannaford. Aftera lengthy discussion 
of all the issues involved an agreement 
was reached and a joint circular was 
issued signed by all the roads restoring rates 
at the points named to tariff and canceling all 
special rates now in existence on such busi- 
ness. The restoration takes effect today. 
Since the completion of the Fargo Southern 
from Ortonville to Fargo rates to and from 
points touched by the three companies have 
been anything but firm. A tariff, it is true, 
bas been in effect, but so eager was each com- 
pany to secure business that the tariff was 
hardly out of the printer's hands before a 
cut in rates was made. This cut was 
not made openly, but dy allowing 
shippers a discount on the publhshed rates, 
provided all their shipments were made via 
the one line. The other companies adopted 
similar tactics, and it was not long before dis- 
counts as high as 15 and 20, and sometimes 25, 
per cent were allowed. This practice will now 
be stopped, and rates firmly maintained; at 
least that is what several companies have 
pledged themselves to do. The agreement 
adopted also provides for the discontinuance 
of issuing passes to shippers. 


PRESIDENT FISHER TALKS. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Nov. 1.—] Special. |—Pres!i- 
dent W. H. of the St. Paul & Duluth 
Road has returged from an extended Eastern 
trip. Asked regurding the recent order of the 
Lake Superior nsit Company, in which it 
refuses to receive freight it cannot divert as it 
sees fit east of Buffalo, Mr. Fisher said it would 
amount to very little. No company, he said, 
can act in such a high-handed manner and re- 
tain its business. It was his belief that Con- 
gress will take measures towards re- 
lief, as well as pass laws rescinding 
the recent rulmg of the Secretary of 
the Treasury regarding shipments in 
Canadian bottoms. If this is not done, Mr. 
Fisber said, a line of American boats will be 
put on to run between Dulutb and Sarnia. 
That trade, Mr. Fisher says, is too valuable to 
be allowed to slip away from Duluth. The 
American line will be the equal, if not the su- 
perior, of the present line, as sufficient capital 
‘has already been pledged to put on a line of 
boats equai to any now operating in any of the 
American waters. A report was current yes- 
terday that Mr. Fisher's trip East was for the 
purpose of renewing the company’s old con- 
tract with the Lake Superior Transit Company 
for an interchange of business. This Mr. Fish- 
er empbatically denied. 


INSPECTING THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 
St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 1.—[Speciu!.]—Gen. 
Adna Anderson, Chief Engineer of the North- 
ern Pacific, accompanied by Messrs. Stevenson, 
Washington, and Carey, the Board of Com- 
mission appointed to examine a completed 


portion of the Cascade Division of the Nortb- 


ern Pacific, left last evening for the scene of 
their duties. Work upon this section was fin- 
whed yesterday. It completes the west- 
ern division from Tacoma to the 
foot-hills of the Cascades, a dis- 
tance of fifty-one miles. Twenty-six miles 
bave been under operauon for some time, 
When the twenty-five miles completed yester- 
day bave been properly surfaced and ballas ted 
work on the Western Division will be tem- 
porarily suspended. Westward from North 
Yakima, the present end of the Eastern Divis- 
ion, work will be continued. It will not be 
rushed, but built as fast as the earnings of the 
road will warrant. It is the intention of the 
company to continue the construction of the 
Cascade Division right along, but without in- 
curring any additional debt, 


THE WICHITA & COLORADO RAILWAY. 

Wicurta, Kas., Nov. 1.—|S8pecial.}|—Ccl. Har- 
ris, attorney for the Wichita & Colorado Rail- 
way Company, bas begun bis right of way pro- 
ceedings in the District Court, iu session bere, 
to condemn and procure the right of way for 
the first twenty-five miles of the line through 
Sedgwick County. Onief-Eng neer Wood is 
here and has completed the final survey, which 
follows the rich Arkansas Valley from Wichita 
to Larned. Under the voted propositions the 
first twenty-five miles of the line west of Wichi- 
ta must be completed on or before Feb. 1, 
1886. This line will be a branch of the St. 
Louis, Fort Scott & Wichita Railway, a branch 
of the Missouri Pacific system. Subsidies to 
the amount of $4,000 per mile have been voted 
the line. The new line will have its general 
offices in this city, and will be extended to Den- 
ver in the very near future. 


FREIGHT MOVEMENTS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 1.—({Special. |—The 
train records show that there were received 
and forwarded over Indianapoiis roads last 
week 16.018 loaded cars, against 15,946 in the 
week ending Oct. 24, and 16,230 the correspond- 
ing week of 1884. 

The east-bound movement last week was the 
highest of any week in October, 1885. West- 
bound the tonnage has never been exceeded in 
the last week in October or, in fact, at any 
season of the year: North and south roads 
are now doing the heaviest business of the 
year, and it is nearly of a local character, and 
carried at paying rates.
